The house overturned the veto last 
week by a vote of 287 to 106, so the 
senate’s action ends the contest of 
twenty years standing in which three 
presidents have repudiated similar bills 
passed by congress. 
The international’ situation was 
brought into the closing debate in the 
senate, Senator Reed calling attention 
to the Japanese objection and plead- 
ing that nothing be done at this time 
to disturb or impair the country’s re- 
lations with a friendly nation.

where one- grew before’’—not by irri- 
gation, but by the application of plant 
food to the ground—is to be the cen- 
tral theme at the Southeastern Land 
show today. For that reason, and be- 
cause 1,000 employees of the fertilizer 


firms and manufacturers of the south- 
east have been ordered by their em- 
plovers to report at the Land show at 
10 o’clock this morning and participate 
in the day’s exercises, this has been 
designated “Soil Improvement Day.” 

The subject of soil enrichment and 
intensified agriculture will be discus- 
sed and analyzed in its every phase 
and detail, and any southeastern farm- 
er, business man or householder cannot 
but materially profit by attending the 
Land show, hearing what ts to be said 
and seeing what is #o be seen. The 
science of soil fertilization will be 
treated as it never was before in the 
south—more in detail, more intensely 
localized and practical and on a broad- 
er plane. 

The sotl improvement program has 
been prepared and will be carried out 
under the auspices of the Southern 
Fertilizer association, which is a body 
whose membership includes practically 
every fertilizer manufacturer or dealer 
in the south, which means practically 
all of the important ones in the United 
States. 

Hodgson to Speak. 

Harry Hodgson, president of the as- 
sociation, and one of the most profi- 
cient practical fertilizer experts in the 
country, will deliver the first address, 
at 10:30 o'clock, on the subject “The 
Work of the Soil Improvement Com- 
mittee of the Southern Fertilizer As- 
sociation.” 

He will be followed, at.11 o'clock, by 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of ¢he 
Georgia State College of Agriculture, 
Athens, who will outline 
work along the line of soil-building 
that has been done under the state col- 
lege’s auspices, and give the audience 
the benefit of the various experiments 
the state college has made, together 
with a discussion from the standpoint 
of a scientific expert of the rural needs 
of the southeast, and the different soils 
to be found in different sections. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon Profes- 
sor J. N. Harper, recently engaged as 
director of the farm ‘service depart- 
ment of the Southern Fertilizer asso- 
ciation, will deliver a lecture, and at

“Frankly, we as a nation did not ap- 
prove President Wilson's first mes- 
sage. It was too capable of being in- 
terpreted as intervention more fav- 
orable to Germany than to ourselves. 
But this last measure of the United 
States government sounds the knell 
of German amuitions. History will 
justly appraise President Wilson’s 
stand.” 

The foreign minister, M. Pokrovsky, 
said: “The breach is of undoubted 
advantage for us. Germany has set 
against herself the most powerful of 
all the neutral nations. President 
Wilson made every effort to put sense 
into‘ the heads of the Germans without 
avail. 

“Germany must have foreseen that 
the declaration of merciless submarine 
warfare against the world would call 
out more than protests from the neu- 
trals, so that the decision to take the 
step shows that she considered she had 
nothing further to lose.” 

Sergius Sazonoff, the former for- 
eign minister, sees Germany grasping 
at “a way out.” He says that Ger- 
many, having surrounded herself with 
powerful enemies, will make a gesture 
and then acknowledge her inability to 


resist longer.

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GERMANY STOPS TO THINK. 


Three days having passed and not an 
“overt act” committed since President Wil- 
son replied to Germany’s “unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare” announcement by politely 
but firmly inviting Ambassador von Bern- 
storff to close the door from the outside, in- 
dicates that the kaiser, too, has had his 
“night of reflection,” and is thinking twice 
before acting once. 

Put on notice by the president Jast Satur- 
day that one “overt act’’—the sinking of one 
American ship or the killing of an American 
citizen outside the pale of international law 
—-would mean an immediate declaration of 
war by the United States, the German gov- 
ernment, it would appear, has been exceed- 
ing loath to precipitate such an event; and 
the fact that this evidence of reluctance on 
Germany’s part to bring on war with Amer- 
ica is so manifest adds materially to the 
basis of hope that the worst may not come 
to pass. 

Knowing, as the world has known since 
President Wilson spoke last Saturday, that 
war certainly would follow the first violation 
of America’s rights on the high seas, the 
country and the world, upon receipt of the 
news of the Housatonic’s destruction by a 
German submarine, felt that the die had 
been cast. But subsequent reports prove 
that no international law was violated in the 
sinking of the ship—on the contrary, the 
Germans took unusual precautions to avert 
loss of life. 

That incident, coupled with the fact that 
in three days since diplomatic relations were 
broken American shipping has not otherwise 
been interfered with in a manner counter to 
the president’s warning, shows a hesitancy 
upon Germany's part that bodes for a con- 
tinuation of peace between the two nations. 
This happy aspect is still further bolstered 
by the statement of the Overseas News 
agency, the foremost news purveyor of the 
central powers, that “the general feeling in 
Germany is regret that the American presi- 
dent gave to the German note an interpreta- 
tion which was not intended by Germany.” 

It all indicates that the German govern- 
ment, in pronouncing the “unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare” doctrine, either acted in 
rashness without weighing the possible con- 
sequences, or else that it took a gambler’s 
chance on a bluff, -and that the unhesi- 
tating, vigorous, unequivocal stand of Presi- 
dent Wilson, with the unanimous sentiment 
of the American people back of him has not 
only surprised Germany, but caused it to 
“stop, look and listen” before taking a step 
which it now knows full well would mean a 
quick and positive declaration of armed 
hostility. 

On the whole, the atmosphere looks 
clearer today than it has at any time since 
the announcement of the new ultre-drastic 
German policy. 

Peace or war, however, rests entirely in 
Germany's keeping; and the hope of the 
moment lies in the appearance of Germany's 
desire that the relations between the two 
powers shall be not further strained.

Editorial expressions of the German press 
the nation over during the last three ‘days 
afford ample proof that in the deplorable 
event of armed hostility between Germany 
and America, there can be no doubt as to 
where the German-Americans stand, or 
where their sympathy will be.

Yet, the bitulithic work from one end to 
the other is a continuous succession of 
holes, the surfacing having worn through 
and the binding given way so that the 
broken stones can be removed with the 
hand! Travel over the street is not only 
unpleasant, but also menacing, because of 
these holes and the general disintegration 
of the pavement. 

It will be only a few more months at the 
most until that part of the street will be in 
almost as bad a condition as before the re- 
cent paving. 

Such a thing is not carelessness—but a 
crime! 

How long are the people of Atlanta going 
to submit to it? 

West Peachtree—which, had the job been 
properly done, should need no further atten- 
tion for at least ten years—now needs to be 
repaired throughout—for the most part, re- 
paved. 

The people, whose money has been squan- 

dered in such disgraceful fashion as the 
West Peachtree job illustrates, should go 
before the city authorities and demand that 
some means be applied whereby responsi- 
bility can be fixed in that and all such un- 
dertakings—so that somebody may be held 
accountable for the finished work if it is 
bad, and be given credit if it is good. 
So long as there is such a scattering of 
authority and lack of fixed responsibility, in- 
dividual or departmental, as there has been 
in the past the city government of Atlanta 
is going to be a failure, and the people are 
going to continue to be bled to pay for blun- 
ders, unable to gain redress, or even fix the 
blame!

The Constitution carried recently in its 
news columns the announcement that a local 
fertilizer company had just closed a quarter 
of a mililon dollar contract for acid phos- 
phate for use by Holland farmers at $55 a 
ton. Here in the southern states the same 
commodity costs only $20, the difference in 
price being due largely to the fact that in 
this section are to be found the greatest 
deposits of phosphatic materials that have 
ever been discovered anywhere in the 
world. 

More than that, the genius of man has 
been wrought so wonderfully here in the 
south that sulphuric acid, formerly wasted, 
is now being applied to great masses of 
phosphate rock, thereby producing acid 
phosphate; so the old order of things is re- 
versed, and, instead of sulphur fumes from 


— copper smelters destroying vegetation 
; they are being applied to the production of 


| it. Thus the south has become a great pro- 
| ducer of this important and valuable soil in- 
| gredient, and is contributing to the world 


which man must apply to make up soil defi- 
ciencies. 

But the point is this: If the farmers of 
-Holland can make a profit in the business

WEST PEACHTREE PROPERTY OWNERS 
AROUSED OVER CONDITION OF PAVING 


The new pavement on West Peachtree 
street between Sixth and Peachtree circle is | 
going to pieces and the property owners who 
paid, less than a year ago, for a pavement 


which should have been good for years to 
come, are up 
squandering of their money by the city con- 
struction department. 

The pavement was laid a little over @ 
year ago. 

Various reasons are assigned why it is 


i} going to pieces, which summed up amount to; 


“It was a bad job.” 

The property owners paid the bill. They 
paid out good money for a worthless pave- 
ment and they have absolutely no redress. They 
may “kick,” but their money is gone and 
they have a street that is almost impassa- 
ble. The pavement should have lasted for 
fifteen or twenty years and it hardly lasted 
that many months. 

West Peachtree street was regraded and 
repaved in 1915. A great deal of tax money 
was paid out to give Atlanta another main 
thoroughfare on the north side. West 
Peachtree was to relieve the congested traf- 
fic on Peachtree street. The property own- 
ers were wflling to pay the bill and they 
did so. 

How the Work Was Done. 

The county agreed to furnish the labor 
if the city would furnish the material. This 
agreement was made. 
construction department, undertook to super- 
vise the work. An old macadam pavement 
was first scarified by the county hands. 
Over this was lald a layer of stone. On 
the stone tar was laid, making what is 
known as a bituminous macadam or con- 
crete. If this had been properly done the 
Pavement should have lasted for several 
years. 

In a few months the pavement began to 
unravel. The disintegration went on until 
now the street is full of holes and gulleys 
and in places absolutely dangerosu to traf- 
fic. And that condition exists after the pave- 
ment has been laid a little over a year. 

When the pavement first began to show 
signs of breaking up the city construction 
department sought to lay the blame on the 
county, but tite county took the position 
that it only furnished the labor and that the 
work was done under the supervision of the 
city. 

Why the Pavement Is Going to Pieces. 

Chief of Construction Collier, who was not

in office when the pavement on West Peach- 
tree was laid, says that various reasons 
can be assigned why the pavement did not 
last. 

“First,” he says, “the tar may have been 
burned before it was laid on the stone; sec- 
ond, the stone may have been exposed too 
long and become filled with too much sand 
and dirt before the tar was laid; third, the 
tar may have been laid when the stoge was 
too wet.” 

Which, summed up, 
the city did a bad job. 

That there was trouble when the pave- 
ment was laid 1s not denied. The county 
made frequent complaints about the materia: 
not being delivered fast enough. There were 
hitches and delays. 

But the property owners paid’ the full 
amount assessed, which was 47 cents a run- 
ning foot. Every fifty feet cost the prop: 
erty owners $23.50. And they have got notl- 
ing but holes to show for their money. 


What It Is a Sample Of. 

There are other streets in the city that 
have fared almost as badly as West Peach- 
tree, but this particular street is pointed out 
by members of council and, property owners 
as a sample of city work done under pres- 
ent conditions. They say that the history 
of the paving of West Peachtree brings out 
forcibly what a lack of system and haphazard 
methods will result in.

Bonds Only Way to Get 
Money to Work With | 


Editor Constitution: As I cannot help 
thinking that you are right in your opinion 
that bonds should be issued at the earliest 
moment to supply Atlanta with the means to 
obtain What she so badly needs at this time, 
1 wish to add a small argument which may 
help some citizens who are now wavering, 
to see the strength and the truth of your 
position. 

One of the strongest, 
business-like corporations in the world, is 
the government of the United States. It has 
enormous revenues, but is- always taking 
hold of some colossal task which necessi- 
tates the borrowing of money. It had to 
borrow money to build the Panama canal. 
It is now planning to borrow again to pro- 
vide for construction of the government- 
owned railroad in Alaska, and to meet the 
unusual obligations which arise from the de- 
mands of the times—such as a larger navy, 
and an increased military establishment. For 
these purposes this great corporation has 
never found any better way of raising funds 
than by the issue of bonds at low rates of 
interest. A capital illustration of the wis- 
dom and profit of this course fs seen in the 
ease of the purchase of Alaska from Russia 
in 1867. 

At that time the government was over- 
whelmed with the load of debt heaped up 
by the civil war, but the men in authority 
at Washington had the foresight to realize 
that a region which then appeared to be 
only an “empire of ice,’’ might prove to be 
of vast importance to the republic in the 
future. We had to borrow the $7,250,000 to 
pay for Alaska, and it has produced more 
than $200,000,000 in gold alone since ths 
big discoveries of about 1890. It is now 
known that the wealth of the region in min- 
erals, timber, in great deposits of anthra- 
cite coal that may riyal those of Pennsyl- 
vania: in fisheries, fur-bearing animals, and 
in many other things is almost fabulous— 
amounting, at least, to thousands of millions. 
What would men say now if the opportunity 
to purchase had not been seized on even 
at a great sacrifice, and the pinch of hav- 
ing to borrow the money? Suppose that 
Japen, or England had bought the country, 
and we were to sit still now and see them 
reaping the exhaustless harvest from that 
land of untold riches? 

Exactly the same possibilities apply to 
Atlanta at this time. No man can rightly 
figure the destiny that may be in waiting 
for this city if she “takes time by the fore- 
lock,” and prepares at once to avail her- 
self of the opportunities which will soon be 
knocking at her gate, which, indeed, are al- 
ready knocking, though not duly heeded as 
vet. The corporation must have money to 
work with, and that without unnecessary 
delay. If the call is not answered; if men 
at the helm are too timid, or lack the fore- 
sight to grasp the occasion; if certain ele- 
ments will play “the dog in the manger’— 
doing nothing themselves, and preventing 
others from doing what the time demands— 
the great day of achievement may be post- 
poned, or even lost: altogether. For nothing 
but the actual “doing” of the right thing 
now will lay the solid foundations for the 
future structure. 

Vision is needed, not unlike that of the 
men who had the power to foresee what the 
purchase of Alaska would mean to this 
nation. Things need doing, and at once. 
They cannot be done without money to work 
with: and without the vision to grasp the 
necessities of the situation, and to transform 
them into realities.

How Community Worked 
To Head Off Boll Weevil 


Editor Constitution. When we put in a 
Williams mill last spring and started a 
campaign to diversify the crops of our sec- 
tion, you were good enough to write an ed- 
itorial commending our plans, thus giving 
us a great deal of assistance in getting our 
farmers to co-operate. 

So I thought that you would be interested 
in keeping track of the developmertt of the 
plan. 

The idea being to raise food crops, but 
instead of selling the feed, or the raw ma- 
terial in any form, grind all of the feed on 
this Williams mill, that puts it in the best 
shape to utilize, then feed it to cattle and 
hogs right on the farm, save the fertilizer, 
selling only the surplus live stock, which 
taken in connection with the rotation of 
crops, and growing of legumes will make 
the land ‘rich, and without the great expense 
of commercial fertilizer. 

In order to lead the way, we have run 
the mill on a toll basis, do not sell the feed, 
but feed it to cattle, getting high-grade 
cattle, the heifers we distribute to the farm- 
ers, on a basis of beef prices, either selling 
them outright, or exchanging them for scrub 
cattle. 

Now this plan works slow to start on, 
but our farmers raised the feed, crowded the 
mill all the fall, notwithstanding the fact 
that it grinds two tons per hour, and this 
week we are inaugurating a new era of things 
for our section. 

We are shipping six car loads of cattle 
and two car loads of hogs out of Chipley to 
the packing houses. 

Now this would not be a great matter, 
except that it is the beginning of new things 
in farming here, and the result of only one 
year of effort, so we feel encouraged to be- 
lieve that the boll weevil will not create the 
disaster with us that he has in some sec- 
tions, and we feel that this is a much better 
way to handle the matter than to sell the 
feed stuff and with it the fertility of the land.

Whatever may be thought of the 
play, “His Brother's Keeper,” it must 
be said of Robert Edeson that he pre- 
sents a bit of acting in the principal 
role of his own play that is most satis- 
fying to lovers of the genuine art of 
the stage. 

In this play, which opened at the 
Atlanta theater last night, Mr. Edeson 
has selected for himself the role of the 
doctor, with all the trials of character, 
contact with the seamy side of life, 
dramatic situations which:.are the lot 
of this not infrequently heroic profes- 
sion, and has apparently attempted to 
place this character in the most trying 
circumstances of which he could con- 
ceive. It offers a wonderful, oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of Mr. Edeson’s 
faculties. He creates of this. doctor a 
character which is charmingly self- 
contained and at the same time poig- 
nantly conscious of the most delicate 
shades of emotidn and appreciative 
of motives, shortcomings and philoso- 
phies of those about him. His acting is 
a work of art which—well, “satisfies” 
is about the best word. 

With him he has a very capable com- 
pany. Particularly pleasing is the 
work of Miss DeWolfe Newcombe. She 
is most genuine in her stage bearing, 
and has a faculty, due in no small part 
to her very apparent personal charm, 
of conveying to her audience very 
vividly the most delicate colorings of 
feeling. 

Hallet Rosworth, in the role of the 
unscrupulous doctor, makes himself 
most thoroughly hated, which is the 
full accomplishment of his object upon 
the stage. The work of Robert C. Lowe, 
Marie Louis Benton, Jennie Miller, Ada 
Nevil and, for that matter, all the mem- 
bers of the cast, is worthy of fuller 
mention than this review permits of. 

As for the play itself, the circum- 
Stance upon which it turns, which is 
that of whether or not a physician to 
Save someone most dear to him from 
disgrace should allow himself to com- 
mit malpractice, is not the most pleas- 
ant theme that might have been se: 
lected, but it is used in “His Brother's 
Keeper’ solely to create a dramatic sit- 
uation and not to appeal to sordid emo- 
tions. This feature, however, brings 
home vividly the necessity for uphold- 
ing the fundamental of fidelity to eth- 
ics, the unwavering maintaining of 
which is vital to every home. In mak- 
ing the villain an unscrupulous dispen- 
ser of narcotics, the play touches an- 
other modern and vital problem, though 
it does not treat of this phase deeply. 

With both these modern problems in- 
cluded, the piece happily avoids’ the 
semblance of carrying a tiresome moral 
and resolves itself into a very well con- 
structed melodrama with several very 
emotional situations and with a climax 
or two which reflect the craftsman- 
ship of Mr. Edeson as a play author. 

“His Brother's Keeper” is not a play 
which is calculated to draw large au- 
diences, Dut is extremely worth while, 
with Mr. Edeson’'s acting, for those who 
really enjoy a well acted play.

Two numbers at the Forsyth this 
week stand out and positively shine 
ina bill which otherwise does not offer 
anything much out of the ordinary. 
But these two numbers are gems of 
their kind, and are well worth the 
price of admission. 

The acting of Miss Jean Adair, who, 
by the way, is no stranger to Atlanta 
audiences, in the b®autiful little one- 
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act comedy entitled “Maggie Taylor— 
Waitress,’’ was superb, and was fully 
equal to the acting which Atlantans 
are accustomed to paying much higher 
prices to see. True, the theme is a 
rather melodramatic one, the reunion 
of a mother with her long-lost son 
who has finally struck wealth in an oil 
well; but the playlet is well written, 
with a number of bright lines, and the 
appealing way in which Miss Adair, 
as the deserted little mother, takes 
hold of the sympathies of her hearers 
from her very first lines and wrings 
their heartstrings until she rides off 
triumphantly in the automobile pur- 
chased for her by the returning prod- 
igal is something to be remembered. 

There is a naturalness about her 
work, a genuine ring, with touches of 
real dramatic art in the rendition, that 
are indeed exceptional among actors 
on the vaudeville stage. Her support 
was excellent, and the entire number 
made a decided hit with the audience. 

The other number which proved a 
ten-strike was the performance of 
Ward and Van, who are billed as street 
musicians. There was no appearance 
of acting about their work, either, and 
if they are not sons of sunny Italy, 
either directly or by way of Mulberry 
street, Manhattan, who made their be- 
ginning in music as street performers, 
then the audience was badly fooled. 

The comedy touches of the violin 

plaver of the pair, who appeared to be 
blind or nearly so, as well as the deft- 
ness with which he handled his instru- 
ments, as if it had been his lifelong 
sweetheart, almost swept the audience 
off their feet.

It had been announced 
that the St. Louis probably would get 
away today, but when the hour set for 
her departure arrived it was said it 
had been decided to await further ad- 
vices from the state department at 
Washington before ag, bao her to 
proceed. No explanation Was made by 
the officials as to the decision not to 
sail the ship hefore Wednesday. — 

“The St. Louis is loaded, sufficient 
coal is on board for the voyage and the 
necessary formalities of obtaining 
clearance papers have been complied 
with,” said an official of the line. “The 
passengers booked for the trip have 
been told that they would be notified 
in plenty of time to reach the dock be- 
fore the vessel sailed. The ship carries 
a cargo that can be classed as contra- 
band. There have been no changes in 
her markings, designating her as an 
American vessel, as suggested in the 
last German note.” 

Clearances here today were light. 
Only twelve vessels were reported by 
customs officers as taking out the 
necessary sailing papers. Among these 
were the White Star line steamship 
Cretic, with cargo for Naples, and the 
Atherstone (British), for Bordeaux, 
cleared by the French line. The other 
ships cleared for coastwise and Latin- 
American ports. 

Officials of the Scandinavian, Nor- 
wegian and Holland lines said they 
were still awaiting instructions from 
their home offices, and until these were 
received they would continue to hold 
what vessels they have in United States 
ports.

Pavements laid under this method 
would have to be guaranteed for a pe- 
riod of five years by the contractor 
doing the work, and the plan of pay- 
ment would be optional with each prop- 
erty owner along the street. 

The proportion to be paid by property 
owners and street car companies is de- 
cided in each city. In Atlanta the car 
company now meets about one-third of 
the total paving cost.

Atlanta Firm Hears of De- 
struction During Storm of 
“Charles K. Schull,’ Mem- 
bers of Crew Being Saved., 


News was flashed to Lee Ashcraft, of 
the Ashcraft-Wilkinson company, of 
Atlanta, that the Charles K. Schull, an 
American steamer bound for Rotter- 
jdam and out of Gulfport, Miss., which 
carried one shipment of acid phosphate 
for the Dutch government, has been 
waterlogged and abandoned off Tortu- 
gas during a storm Monday afternoon. 

The wire came from M. O’Brien, mas- 
ter of the vessel, and contained the in- 
formation that the master and crew 
were saved, though the entire cargo is 
lost. , 

The Charles K. Schull was one of sev- 
eral vessels employed in the shipment 
of $2,500,000 worth of acid phosphate 
to the Holland government on an or- 
der secured by the local firm. It left 
Gulfport Saturday one week ago. The 
wire contains no further definite in- 
formation. 

The cargo was valued at $65,000 and 
| was insured, but for what amount could 
not be ascertained. 

Under the special contract formed be- 
cause of the war situation in HKurope, 
the local firm was not to be held re- 
sponsible for the delivery of the cargo 
further than on board the vessel at the 
American dock. The loss, therefore, 
falls entirely on the Dutch government. 

Previous to closing the order for the 
huge shipment of 40,000 tons of acid 
phosphate, special agreement was made 
with the British government that no 
part of the product would be allowed to 
find its way into Germany for usé as 
fertilizer. 

The wire which was sent to Mr. Ash- 
craft was flashed from Key West, to 
which point the crew of the ill-fated 
vessel was brought. 


FREEZE PLAYS HAVOC 
WITH GEORGIA CROP 


Farmers Report Great Loss in 
Oat, Cabbage and Po- 
tato Crops. 


Valdosta, Ga., February 5.—(Special.) 
Farmers and truck growers have sus- 
tained big losses as a result of the al- 
most unprecedented cold which has 
gripped this section for the past four 
days. It is believed that more than 
half the oat crop has been killed, while 
the plant industry has been tempor- 
arily wiped out. 

This city is the shipping point for 
a number of large plant farms, from 
which millions of cabbage, tomato, 
strawberry and other plants are ship- 
ped to distant points. 

The business in cabbage plants was 
at its height when the cold wave came. 
Three or four weeks of un'seasonably 
warm weather had forced rapid growth 
of the plants, and in their tender con- 
dition they were more easily killed 
than would otherwise have been the 


case. 

One of the leading plant men. esti- 
mated on Saturday that fifty per cent 
of his plants had been killed. On Mon- 
day, and after four successive days of 
freezing, he estimated that 80 or 90 
per cent of them were dead. This 
grower believes he has also lost ‘sev- 
eral thousand bushels of sweet pota- 
toes, which had been bedded “for 
“drawers.” They were frozen in the 
ground and are probably a total loss. 

Whole fields of cabbage in exposed 
places were frozen through and 
through, the heads being veritable balls 
of ice. These are said to be all ruined. 

Farmers believe that oats planted 
in October and: November and which 
had become well-rooted, will recover 
from the freeze. 


Dublin, Ga., February 5.—(Spectal.)— 
Indications are that the oat crop of 
this county is either totally ruined or 
is seriously damaged. Many farmers 
think that it will not be able to put 
out fresh shoots, while some are of the 
opinion that early fall oats will re- 
cover to some extent. 

Wheat is also badly damaged and 
young oat'’s are a complete loss. 

It was reported this morning that a 
few farmers over the county had a few 
hogs to freeze to death during the ex- 
treme cold of Saturday and last night. 

The temperature dropped Sunday 
night rapidly after a short rain, fol- 
lowed by high cold winds and sleet.

In predicting the weather for the 
next thirty-six hours the weather man 
warns that shipments to reach their 
destinations in that time sbould be pro- 
tected from temperatures ranging from 
10 to 20 degrees in all directions from
